BROADCASTERS SEEK 
Io CHECK CENSORSHIP 


Begin Fight for Free Access 
of Radio, TV at Hearings 
and Trials. 


LOS ANGELES, May 2 (AP)— 
A fight for free access of radio 
microphones and television cam- 
eras into legislative hearings and 
court trials has been begun by 
the National Assocjation of Radio 
and Television Broadtasters. 

A resolution adopted yesterday 
at the close of the annual con- 
vention set up a committee to 
“strive toward removal of any 
discriminatory practices and leg- 
islation and to strive vigilantly to 
prevent their extension.” 

The associgtion also plans full 
co-operation with all efforts te 
establish full freedom of infor- 
mation.” 

The resolution said “there have 
been evidences, especially’ from 
the local and state level, of undue 
censorship, discriminatory legis- 
lation and executive, legislative 
and judicial rulings inimicable to 
broadcasting and telecasting and 
thus to the public interest.” 

A panel group headed by Paul 
W. White, executive editor of 
KFMB and KFMB-TV, San Diego, 
in an earlier discussion cited in- 
stances of what it called alarming 
tendencies to discriminate against 
radio and TV in news coverage. 

E. R. Vadeboncoeur, president 
of WSYR and WSYR-TV, Syra- 
cuse, N.Y.; declared Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey was inconsistent in 
signing an att of the New York 
State Legislature barring movie 
and TV cameras and radio micro- 
phones from legislative hearings 
and state court trials in March 
1952. He declared Dewey was 
one of the most vigorous advo- 
cates of allowing radio-TV eov- 
erage of disputes before the cre- 
dentials committee at the Repub- 
lican national convention in Chi- 
cago the following July.

Unions in Rosario Refuse to 
Handle Stories After De- 
nunciation by Peron. 


BUENOS AIRES, May 2 (UP)— 
—Newspaper unions in the Argen- 
tine city of Rosario said today 
they would boycott news fur- 
nished by three American press 
agencies denounced yesterday by 
President Juan D. Peron. 

In two May day speeches, Peron 
accused the U Press, the As- 
sociated Press and the Interna- 
tional News Service of spreading 
“lies disguised as news.” 

Police guards later were posted 
outside the United States em- 
bassy, the United Press bureau 
and other buildings housing 
American newspapermen. United 
States Ambassador Albert F. Nu- 
fer conferred with Argentine 
Foreign Minister Jeronimo 
Remorino and asked him to guar- 
antee the safety of Americans and 


their properties, 
The Rosario apters of the 
Argentine Prin Federation 


and the Argentine Press Union 
voted last night to stop handling 
news from American press agen- 
cies “in view of the charges made 
by the President.” 

The two unions represent both 
printers and editorial staffs in 
Rosario, a city of 465,000 popu- 
lation. The United Press serves 
the Rosario morning newspaper, 
La Capital. 

In an address to Congress, 
Peron asked for a congressional 
investigation and demanded that 
“exemplary punishment which 
will be remembered for many 
years” be decreed for “unworthy 
journalists.” 

Peron accused the Christian 
Science Monitor of . inventing 
alarmist reports about drouth 
conditions, in Argentina. 

He. said Argentina had over- 
eome last year’s drouth crisis and 
that there is now no economic, 
social or political crisis in the 
country.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
The Senate neared the end of the 
long debate on the submerged 
lands oil bill today with only a 
handful of proposed amendments 
standing in the way of a final 
vote. 

Supporters of the bill to give 
coastal states the offshore lands 
expect little trouble in defeating 
a series of amendments still to be 
decided before the decisive vote 
at 2 p.m. Tuesday. 


However, one of the pending 
amendments—proposed by Sena- 
tor George W. Malone (Rep.), Ne- 
vada—may stir some controversy. 
Malone wants to give all states 
in which federally-owned lands 
are located the right to develop 
oil and other mineral resources 
in the lands. 

He contends this would give 


the same benefits that the bill 
gives to coastal states. Malone

ay. 

Profit-Sharing Plan Offered. 

The Senate has before it one 
proposal to console with cash 
states which have no undersea 
oil. Senator Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, introduced it yesterday.

Green, who opposes state own- 
ership, would have the states with 
off-shore of] or other minerals 
report to the government the 
revenue derived from them. Then, 
under his proposal, the Treasury 
would calculate compensating al- 
locations for the other states, 
based on population, and pay 
them out of general federal reve- 
nues. 

Green said he thought the 
country as a whole needed and 
should keep the offshore oil, “but

Green figured Rhode Island's 
share of the total anticipated reve- 
nues would be $259,000,000

Opponents of state ownership 
have said during the debate that 
if the bill is enacted into law, 
Rhode Island and other states will 
challenge its constitutionality.
